who, it Is alleged, violated that sei- 
tion of the lobby law which requires 
detailed statements 
of 
expenditures 


from those active in trying to influ- 
ence legislation, it was learned today. 
It was said those whose records have 
been investigated by the attorney gen- 
eral's department and against whom 
action may be taken, include a num- 
ber of prominent men and interests. 


Only about half of the 1GO lobbyists 


registered in accordance with the lob- 
by law, it was said, have tiled de- 
tailed statements showing what they 
received and spent in the course of 
their work about the legislature, it 
•was ascertained at the secretary ot 
state's office. 
Many of these were in- 


complete and defective, it is said, or 
showed uayments of lump sums to in- 
dividuals employed as lobbyists who 
failed to make reports of their own 
The thirty c"ay period 
within which 


sucltireports are required expired last 
Saturday midnight, 
but the secre- 


~ttefy 'of state's office showed leniency 
in accepting all reports received up 
to today. 


The" 
penalty for 
violation of th^ 


lobby law is a fne ot 
between $2uO 


and $5,000, or penitentiarj imprison- 
ment for from one to two years or 
both. 


It was understood here today that 


the attorney general's department is 
in possession of 
much 
information 


concerning expenditures of lobbyists 
during the legislative 
session, 
and 


many of these 
expenditures are not 


shown in statements 
filed. 
If such 


conditions are tound to exist, 
they 


would be ground lor prosecution, in 
the opinion of state 
officials 
who 


have studied the lobby law. In sf>\- 
erai cases lobbyists filed 
statements 


showing they paid expenses out of 
their pockets without compensation 
by employers, whereas it is alleged. 
the attorney general's department has 
information showing they 
were paul 


for the work. 


Although Attorney General Turner 


made no statement, concerning the 
information on which he will base fti- 
ture action against alleged violators. 
it is understood the reports made by 
secret service men 
employed by the 


department contain much enlighten- 
ing material fop< such an inquiry as is 
proposed.

BaHard has charge of all questions 
concerning

lobby law in the 


state's legal department. 


The law, enacted in 1913, has oper- 


ated through two regular 
and 
two 


special sessions of the legislature, but 
heretofore it has not been 
enforced 


strictly. It provides <hat any person 
firm or corporation who spends 
or 


promises money ''or anything of val- 
ue," in connection with active work to 
influence legislation, or any 
person 


who receives anything for that ppr- 
pose, must file a statement showing 
in detail the source and expenditures 
of the money

Charlevoix, Mich., June 29.—The 


fate of half the Jews of the world is 
trembling in the balance as a result 
ot the great war in Europe, accord- 
ing to Rabbi Moses J. Gries, of Cleve- 
land, president of the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis, who ad- 
dressed its twenty-sixth convention 
here today. 


"A crisis impends for Israel," said 


Rabbi Gries. "The million Jews of 
Eastern Europe are bufleted 
trom 


persecutor to oppressor. 


"All mankind has been made eye- 


witnesses to Belgium's misery 
and 


sorrow. 
Galicia and Poland suffer 


equal tragedy, but the world neither 
sees nor hears. Millions of Jew?, al- 
ways in want and in wretchedness, 
now experience cruelty 
intensified. 


Hundreds of thousands are sacrific- 
ing their lives for their country, yes, 
even for the fla? ot the oppressor 
and no promise ot freedom is clearly 
spoken. 
The loyal offering of life, 


in a nation's cause, should quench 
the tire of anti-Semitism in Germany 
and Austria, and kindle the light of 
freedom—with equal human 
rights 


—in Russia. 


"Not yet is there any abatement of 


Russian persecution, nor any change 
in the legal status, nor any removal 
of disabilities. 
Again thousands of 


Jews have been compelled to take up 
the staif of the wanderer 
expelled 


from their homes and native villages, 
the aged and the infirm, and moth- 
ers with unborn babes, facing starva- 
tion and the danger of death. 
The 


outrageous inhumanities have stirred 
even a George Brandes to the indict- 
ment of Poland in the forum of na- 
tions. 
Israel 
Zangwill 
proclaims, 


'Polish Jews are living through one 
of the greatest tragedies in history.' 


"Again in the face of world-wide 


misery, we discover ourselves unpre- 
pared and unorganized. 
To 
meet 


overwhelming disaster, we endeavor 
to create national and international 
agencies. 
We 
are 
never 
ready, 


though Jews are ever in distress and 
have not yet escaped the yoke of the 
world's cruelty, oppression and per- 
secution. 


"Oar duty is to send relief, and 


yet more relief, and it will not 
be 


enough. America is the only Jewish 
community, in (he world, able 
to 


send relief. 
American Jews, always 


have answered Israel's appeal 
for 


help. 


"The crisis demands 'unity of ac- 


tion.' Let the multitude of commit- 
tees and of leaders surrender their 
claims to priority and 
precedence. 


They must unite to create one com- 
mittee which shall be permanent— 
and thoroughly representative—and

•tand today that in his opinion Thaw 
not only was sane, but always had 
b*en sane. 
Dr. Bancroft testified as 


ap expert alienist, in the Jury 
pro- 


ceedings to determine Thaw's condi- 
tion. 


Thaw's act in 
killing 
Stanford 


Wfcite, Dr. Bancroft said, was 
not 


th* product of a systematized delu- 


sion such as has characterized the- 
true paranoiac. 


"The killing of Stanford White," 


he said, "appeared to us a passion- 
ate, impulsive act, growing out of a 
condition of mind due chiefly to an- 
ger and jealousy, which was the final 
culmination of a series of 
circum- 


stances that had been bearing down 
on him a long time. It did not seem 
a type of paranoia, but was due to 
jealousy of Mr. White, not to a dis- 
eased condition of mind. 


"Thajv knew White had been an- 


tagonistic to him in an unpleasant 
way. 
He wanted to get even with 


White. 
His act was the product of a 


sane mind, which, after he had in-

The reunion of the iam- 
ily was touching and pathetic.

He told ct the finding of 


the girl's body in the hotel and said 
she had died from inhaling chloro- 
loim tumes trom a sponge taturated 
with the drug in which her face had 
been imbedded. 


Chiet ot police J. W. Beall told of 


an alleged coniession Roberts made 
after his arrest, in which he said he 
had entered into a suicide pact with 
the girl. Afterwards Roberts denied 
this, Beall said, and 
claimed 
the 


sponge was soaked in chloroform ,so 
the couple might sleep and that the 
girl's death was accidental.

the positions of the Russians made 
retirement inevitable. 


These movements have strength- 


ened the Austro-German 
line 
and 


have consolidated the hold 
of 
the 


Teuton on the 
regained 
Galiciau 


capital. 


Fruitless fighting sums up the op- 


erations along the western 
front, 


where "seven artillery duels lack vig- 
or, except on the line between Arras 
and the sea, where a 
bombardment 


of the positions has been almost con- 
tinuous. 


The expected detachment of Gjer-' 


man troops from the east front tor 
operations in the West, evidently ha$; 
not yet occurred. 
This probably is 


due to the stubborn Russian retreat 
and the increasing pressure of the 
Italians. 


The advance of the Italians has 


been very slow, but if it is to be CH- 
tirely stopped, more Austrian troops 
must in all probability be transfer- 
red from the Galician line, unless 
Austria is wiling to surrender 
the 


seaport cf Trieste. Trieste, however, 
being the first important milestone 
on the road to Vienna, it no doubt 
will be defended to the last gasp. 


Anglo-French troops on the 
Gal- 


lipoli peninsula are heavily bombard- 
ing the Turkish right wing without 
result, according; to the Turkish of- 
ficial report, but the other side has 
not yet announced the conclusion of 
this operation.

The thousands of regatta specta- 


tors \ve;e tairly on edge when the 
varsity crews left trie 
stake 
boats 


shortly after ti o'clock. 
There was 


not a minute's delay in the beginning 
of the thrills, lor the moment that 
the California oarsmen jumped into 
the lead until they slid across 
the 


finish line only a few feet back of 
Cornell, the race was a continuous 
panorama of battling 
sweep-swing- 


ers and shifting shells.

deavored to deprive them of those 
benefits. 
And if this influence were 


to become prominent, it >vill be seen 
that dreams of breaking the solid 
south, so often indulged in by Re- 
publican leaders 
in 
recent 
years, 


would be indefinitely postponed. 


Against both predictions, however, 


is the seeming probability that the 
southern states will find new means 
of suppressing the negro voter with- 
out running counter to the fifteenth 
amendment as now interpreted by the 
nation's highest court. "Grandfather 
clauses" r-onstitute only one of sever- 
al methods that have been employed 
to that end. 


Virginia, for instance, has a plan 


of disfranchisement which appears to 
meet the situation. Two perequisites 
to voting are insisted on; one that 
the voter shall be able to read any 
section of the state constitution which 
an election judge may thoose; the 
other that the voter shall if demand- 
ed, present his poll tax receipts for 
three years. This, it is claimed, re- 
sults in disfranchising some white 
voters but not enough to weaken its 
efficiency in the direction intended. 


These are subterfuges, of course, 


which ought somehow to be reached 
by law. The decision of court hold 
ing invalid the "grandfather clauses" 
constitutes a triumph for common 
honesty, made the more significant b\ 
the fact that the decision was con- 
curred in by the chief justice, him- 
self a southern man, a Democrat and 
a former officer in the confederate 
army. 


Further efforts to circumvent the 


lifteeath amendment ougnt not to be 
tolerated. 
But in the sout'i they are 


likely not alone to be tolerated but 
to be welcomed. 


American Relief for Europe.

tributions of all kinds, it wou'.d make 
an amazing total to testify to the 
work of mercy carried on by this 
country in Europe's season of self- 
oestructiou.

Climate Variety In Chile. 


Chile has a coast line of 2,000 miles 


and the breadth of the country varies 
from only 100 to 250 miles. The crest 
of the Andes marks the eastern boun- 
dary and the Pacific ocean the western. 
The coast chain and the principal cor- 
dillera of the Andes traverse the coun- 
try longitudinally. Betwen them lies 
the central valley, the great agricul- 
tural section of the country. In the 
north are the arid deserts which con- 
tain the nitrates. In the south is the 
Chllos archipelago and the mainland 
where the rains are frequent and con- 
stant. The long stretch of coast and 
the variations due to the mountain 
chains afford every variety of climate, 
but the greater section of the country 
may be said to have a temperate cli- 
•Siate. The mineral resources are the 
natural wealth which furnish the ma- 
jor part of the purchasing power.—New

Why does water cast no shadow, 


while steam, which is invisible, does 
cast a shadow? Pure water in a state 
of rest Is of uniform density, and the 
rays of light, although they may be re- 
fracted, pass through it almost unim- 
peded in parallel lines. Steam is com- 
posed of vapor of different degrees of 
density, intermingled 
usually with 


some air, so that the rays of light en- 
tering it are not uniformly refracted 
and therefore interfere with and neu- 
tralize each other to a considerable de- 
gree, as counter or cross waves strike 
each other down and tend to create a 
smooth sea.—Chicago Herald.
